1. Tim. 2, 1—6.

Kjære læser, naade og fred i Kristus! 

I dagens epistel formaner Aposte¬ 
len Paulus at der i menighetene gjø¬ 
res bønner, paakaldelser, forbønner, 
taksigelser for alle mennesker. Man 
bør da især bære frem for Gud i bøn 
sit lands øvrighet- Øvrigheten er ind- 
sat av Gud, selv om dens personer 
ikke er kristne. — De var jo ramme 
hedninger paa Paulus’ tid — Alikevel 
sier Paulus i Rom. 13, 1.: “Der er 
ikke øvrighet uten av Gud, mengde 
samme, de er indsatte av Gud.” 
v. 4 “Ti dem er Guds tjenere, dig til 
gode.” — v. 6 “Derfor betaler I jo 
ogsaa skat, ti de er Guds tjenere, 
som nettop tar vare paa dette,” nem¬ 
lig at holde orden i samfundet, til 
alle folks bedste. Og det kommer jo 
den kristne menighet til gode; ti den 
trænger ro og fred og frihet til at 
dyrke Gud og øve sin frelsende 
mission i folkesamfundet. Vi burde 
vel være Gud taknemlig for vi bor 
i et land, hvor der eksisterer fuld 
religions frihet, og vi er beskyttet av 
vor lands øvrighet mot al slags for¬ 
følgelse og uretfærdighet- Den krist¬ 
ne menighet, saavelsom den enkelte 
kristen, bør bede for dem som er i 
høi værdighet, for at vi kan leve et 
roligt og stille liv i al gudsfrygt og 
sømmelighet.

ELSKER HVERANDRE. 

(Forts, fra forrige Nr.) 

Naar vi tænker os disse mange 
arter og vet at der er ikke saa gan¬ 
ske liten forskjel mellem disse, og vi 
ikke kan opløse hemmeligheten ved 
den allersimpleste, eller den som lig¬ 
ger os nærmest, hvilke utsigter har 
vi da til at kunne uttømme denne 
store hemmelighet, kjærligheten, i al 
dens mangfoldighet. — Ja hvor litet 
forstaar vi av den og vistnok enda 
mindre praktiseres den i den nuvæ¬ 
rende verdens tilstand. Gud er al 
kjærlighets kilde. Den kjærlighet 
som ikke har sitt utspring fra Ham 
kan vel neppe kaldes kjærlighet. 
Vistnok tales der meget om verdens 
kjærlighet, men den er ikke virkelig 
eller ægte dersom ikke Gud har faat 
virke den gjennem sin aand. Den sav¬ 
ner et virkeligt indhold, og er saale- 
des et skal uten kjerne. Det er san- 
delig ikke underligt, at saa meget av 
det som verden kalder kjærlighet li¬ 
der skibbrud paa veien; — ikke at 
undres paa, at verdensbarnets kjær¬ 
lighet ikke holder ut i prøven; fordi 
den har ikke sitt utspring fra selve 
kilden. — Mennesker der har revet 
sig løsi fra Gud og søker kun sig selv, 
vil sig selv, og kj ender ingen ypperli- 
gere end sig selv, kan umuligt elske 
hverken Gud eller noget medmennes¬ 
ke, uten forsaavidt dette menes at 
kunne fremme vedkommende egne 
interesser. 

Kunde vi forstaa kjærligheten for¬ 
stod vi ogsaa Gud. Ti Gud er kjær¬ 
lighet. — Den egenskap som indefat- 
ter alle hans egenskaper og styrer 
alle disse, er kjærligheten. Denne sin 
kjærlighet har han bevist os idet han 
har git sig selv til os uten at vi i no- 
gen henseende kunde erstatte ham 
derfor. Denne Guds kjærlighet inde- 
holder alle arter av kjærlighet og til¬ 
fredsstiller saaledes alle behov i hvil¬ 
ke omstændigheter vi end maatte be- 
finde os Qg i hvilken stilling, vi end 
maatte være. 

Det er til de kristne i Rom Paulus 
rækker disse formaningsord; idet 
han sier: “Bli ingen nogen skyldige,” 
men enhver betaler det, som han er 
den anden skyldig. Det er til dem som 
har smagt Guds kjarlighet han for¬ 
maner til at vandre ustraffelig og 
med en indbyrdes broderkjærlighet 
idet han sier: “Den, som elsker den 
anden, har opfyldt loven.” Paulus vet 
saa vel at verden har store fordrin¬ 
ger til de kristne om at taale, tjene 
og gi. Den kræver ofte dette i fuldt 


maal av Jesus desciple, medens de 
selv mener sig fritat fra. 

Men skulde vi ønske det motsatte, 
at verden hadde smaa fordringer til 
os, kanske endog mindre, end den 
har til sig selv? Dette vilde jo være 
et talende vidnesbyrd om hvordan 
kristendommen er sunken i anseelse 
og kommen ned i lav kurs. De kristne 
kan vel ikke tilføie kristendommen 
dypere og farligere skade, end om de 
lever et likegyldig og verdsligsindet 
liv, og gjør sig skyldig i at den blir 
noteret lavt paa kundslisten over de 
aandelige værdier — 

Nei, la verden vedbli at ha sine 
store fordringer til Os, selv om de er 
aldrig saa store og urimelige. Men 
hvorledes skal vi da bli istand til at 
opfylde de fordringer og krav som 
stilles til os? Ikke ved at klage over 
verdens urimelighet og deri finde 
grund til at undra os — Men la os 
gaa frem efter denne regel, som Pau¬ 
lus gir os. La os bli fyldte av den 
kjærlighet som ikke overvindes av 
det onde; men overvinde det onde 
med det gode — Som ikke steiler for¬ 
an urimeligheten, fordi ensi lyst er at 
gjøre mere end der fordres. Den 
kjærlighet som aldrig tænker ondt, 
men altid gjør godt. Dette er den 
sande kristne broderkjærlighet; “Ti 
den, som elsker en anden har opfyldt 
loven.” Hvor liten er ikke broder- 
kjærligheten — kristbroderlig til¬ 
givelse og forligelse i vor tid. — Den 
pene og folkelige egoisme vil saa of¬ 
te, med sin gamle Adametiske poli- 
tek, blande sig op i broderskapet. 
“Dette er mit bud,” sier Jesus, “At 
i skal elske hverandre.” Bokstavelig 
mener Jesus det og bokstavelig me¬ 
ner Paulus det naar han sier: “Elsker 
hverandre.” 

Skjønt om verden er kold, broder- 
kjærligheten liten, findes der dog 
endnu et samfund av hellige paa jor¬ 
den. De er ofte forskjellige i henseen¬ 
de til ydre ting — dog forenet ved 
et usynligt baand, i troen og kjær¬ 
lighetens guddommelige enhet. Kun 
Gud kjender dem alle Denne kjærlig¬ 
het som alle sande Guds børn har til 
hverandre er den samme som Kristi 
kjærlighet til os og som hører til 
livet i Gud — en troens frugt. 

Elsker hverandre. Dette opmunt- 
ringsord skulde være indtrykt i et¬ 
hvert hjerte, stemplet i enhver erind¬ 
ring. Det burde være det daglige 
sprog i ethvert kristens hjem. Det 
vilde skaffe taarene væk og ængstelse 
bort fra sindet. Det vilde forøke 
glæden i hjemmene og venskapet in- 
den broderkredsen. Ja heri ligger den 
indre og ytre kraft i den kristnes liv 
og virke — Saa at han ikke blir kun 
en “lydende malm og en klinkende 
bjælde ti vi kj endes og læses av alle 
mennesker.” 

Kjærligheten er mild, den ser, 
anskuer og bedømmer alt i mildhet 
mot personer i al troskap mot den 
hellige sandhet. Likesom duggen maa 
vige for solens straaler saaledes maa 
hat og bitterhet forsvinde ind i 
kjærlighetens gyldne perle, paa det 
at livet maa glide behagligt og bitter- 
hetens galde forvandles til deilige 
sødme. “Derpaa skal alle kjende at I 
er mine desciple, om I har indbyrdes 
kjærlighet,” sier Jesus. 

Herre hjælp os til at praktisere 
denne kjærlighet i vort liv, at vi, som 
eier den, maatte bli end mere fyldt 
av den, eftersom aarene gaar- Hjælp 
ogsaa dem, Herre, som endnu ikke 
eier den, ved din Hellige Aand, at 
finde frem til kilden. Amen.

THE FORGIVENESS OF SIN 

“Son, be of good cheer; thy sins 

are forgiven.” Matt. 9:1-2. 

The Christian life has been and is 
defined in many ways. But the longer 
I live the christian life, the more I 
am ccnvinced that fundamentally it 
is the forgiveness of sins. Whatever 
else the Christian life is, its ground 
work must be the positive declara- 
tion by God: “Son, (daughter) thy 
sins are forgiven,” because of the 
atonirg work of Jesus Christ. More 
precious too, becomes that judicial 
act of God, when I notice the Bible 
way of explaining forgiveness. When 
God, in Christ, says to the palsied 
man, or to you and me, “Thy sins are 
forgiven,” what sort of a forgiveness 
is it? 

1 “A blotting out.” “I, even I, 
am He that blotteth out thy trans- 
gressions,—”. Isa. 43:25a. Not a 
“Crossing out” as with a pencil, but 
a removal with the blood of a Lamb. 
(The Lamb TAKES AWAY the sin 
of the world.) 

2. “A forgetting.” “—and I will 
not remember thy sins.” Isa. 43:25b. 
He grasiously forgives, and then for- 
gets. Precious truth. I can remember 
my sins of yesterday, though for¬ 
given, but He has forgotten them. 
Sins forgiven, in, no way hinder His 
future love toward me. We say, 
“Gone, but not forgotten.” but He 
says, “Gone, and forgotten.” 

3. “A removal beyond measure.” 
“As far as the east is from the west, 
so far has He removed our trans- 
gressions from us.” Ps. 103:12. 
Which mathematician can tell us 
where the east begins, and where the 
west ends? These extremeties may 
be sought for, but never found. So 
far has, He removed our transgres- 
sions from us- 

4. “A casting behind His back.” 
“For Thou hast east my sins behind 
Thy back.” Isa. 38:17c. What a place 
to east our sins. Out of His siight. But 
is not He of a “turn-about” nature? 
Every good gift — is from above, 
coming down from the Father otf 
lights, with whom can be no varia- 
tion, neither shadow east by turning.” 
He doesnt turn about to gaze at for¬ 
given sins. Unforgiven sins are be- 
fore His face, awaiting judgment; 
forgiven sins are behind, His back, 
already having been judged.” A fable 
The devil once went round about 
among God’s people, gathering up 
their sins. He put them into a bag, 
and brought them to the presence of 
God. ‘See what your people are doing. 
Here are some of their sins.’ With- 
out saying a word, God took the bag 
of sins and east them behind His 
back.” 

5. ”Into the deep depths.” “Thou 
wilt east all their sins into the 
depths of the sea.” Micah 7:19c. 
“They” tell us that not all depths of 
the sea have yet been measured- 
When man does measure them, then 
we shal! know the diminsions of the 
cemetery of our forgiven sins. “Into 
the depths of the sea.” Not along the 
edge, where the sins would stare us 
in the face when the water is at low 
tide; but far out where there will be 
no resurrection. 

6. “Vanish like a cloud.” “I have 
blotted out, as a thick cloud, thy 
transgressions, and, as a cloud, thy 
sins.” Isa. 44:22. How often a thick 
cloud hanging over head has quickly 
vanished and disappeared. Gone, but 
we know not where. So does the Son 
of Righteousness dispel the dark- 
ness, and for His sake God blots out 
our sins, — just as God is able to 
blot out a thick cloud- 

7. “Forgiveness is complete.” “The 
blood of Jesus His Son cleanseth us 
from ALL sin.” 1 John 1:7b. ALL? 
Yes, either all or none. God gave 
ALL He had, — His only Begotten 
Son; the Son gave ALL He had, — 
His life. All to prove God now desires 
to forgive ALL our sins. 

It is God’s kindness to use such 
common-place illustrations, to h,elp 
us understand what His forgiveness 
really is. In Hebrew, the word trans- 


lated “to forgive” means “to lift, to 
raise up, to bear or to carry. “When 
used in connection with sin, it means 
to “lift up and remove from one the 
guilt of sin.” What a Gospel mesr 
sage! Instead of being weighed down 
by sin, its effects, its power and its 
guilt, the Lord longs to lift up and 
remove from us the guilt of sin- And 
such “lifting up and bearing away” 
is conditioned on an “IF”. If I confesis 
my sin, He (God) is faithful and 
righteous to say to me: “Son, thy 
sins are forgiven.” Mine? That’s 
right. Forgiven ! Removed! 

“Just as I am, Thou wilt receive, 
Wilt welcome, pardon, cleanse, re- 
lieve; 

Because Thy promise I believe, 

0 Lamb, of God, I come, I come.”

Evangelist Hans Anton Hanson of 
Bagley, Saskatchewan, died of heart 
failure in the early hours of the 
morning July 22nd. He was bom at 
Chicago, Illinois, on June 8th.

The 
responsibility for the mistakes that 
have been made and perhaps they are 
not so few — rests upon usi who are 
members of the Board. 

We believe that our faithful Lord 
will provide the means to enable our 
school to continue.

(Conclusion.) 

Then there is the question of the 
outward form of the Diaconate, the 
distinctive uniform and the Mother- 
house plan. These outward forms are 
not the most important factors in the 
Diaconate, but those who have been 
its founders and leadersi have found 
that these have been a help in main- 
taining unity and strength in the 
work. The uniform has been changed 
from time to time as conditions and 
circumstances demanded, and it is 
still subject to change if that is 
found to be advantageous in further- 
ing the cause. The uniform does have 
distinct advantages. It introduces 
one as a Christian worker. It has a 
protecting influence, it is economical- 
One does not need to follow the ever- 
changing styles, and it has a unify- 
ing influence. The outward form be- 
comes a minor consequence to one 
who knows she is called and who 
wishes to have a place where she may 
serve Him. , 

Many think the Diaconate requires 
too great a sacrifice. Can anything 
we do for Him be called a sacrifice? 
Is it not rather a great and high pri- 
vilege to be called to serve in His 
Kingdom? The greatest freedom one 
can have, is freedom to love and 
serve Him, Who came to siet us free. 

Others say, “Oh, I’m not good 
enough to be a deaconess.” No, you 
are not good enough and never wili 
be good enough to be a child of God, 
nor to be good enough to be a servant 
of God either as a deaconess or in 
any other calling. There is no good- 
ness in us. Our righteousnesis is as 
filthy rags and anything we do in 
our own strength or worthiness, will 
be burned up as hay or straw. But 
in Christ’s righteousnessi, we shine 
as His precious jewels and through 
His marvelous grace we are chosen 
as co-workers with Him to gather in 
precious souls, and to do the will of 
Him that called us. 

If you are a child of God and want 
to do something for Him, Who has 
loved you first; if you have a healthy 
min di and body, and the necessary 
education, which at present is a com- 
pleted High School course, then you 
have the necessary qualifications for 
a deaconess;- God has different ways 
in which to make His calling Known 
to the individual and His ways and 
methods are beyond anything we can 
explain. The important thing for us 
is to be at peace with Him and 
through the Spirit be attuned to His 
will. May His loving, will be done in 
each precious life here today. Can we 
hear Him say, “I gave my life for 
thee, What hast thou done for me? 

“Were the whole realm of nature

It was not just a 
perfunctory discussion. These young 
people were vitally concerned. They 
evidenced a keen understanding of 
what was involved in this question- 
They spoke with a conviction which 
left no uncertainty as to their ans- 
wer, “Yes, of course, Christ has a 
claim upon my life.” 

One of the things for which appre- 
ciation was expressed was the church 
with the blessings which it had 
brought into their lives. As I listened 
to this testimony I began to refleet 
upon the thought, What if the church 
had never been established in thisi 
place. 

There was a time when there was 
no Lutheran Church in this com¬ 
munity. Only God knows how many 
people with Lutheran background 
came out to these parts and were 
lost for time and for eternity because 
there was no church to serve as a 
haven where they might come apart 
from the world to be strengthened 
and re-established in the faith. 

But the day came when the home 
mission committee of our church 
came to the help of a few struggling 
families and in substance said: “We 
appreciate the interest you have 
shown in the work of the Kingdom 
and we desire to help you. We will 
call a pastor to serve you. We will 
help you in the construction of a 
place of worship. We will financial 
help until such time that you are able 
to carry the burden alone.” 

The congregation was organized. 
A lrumble church was built. The home 
mission committee, true to their 
promise, stayed by for a number of 
years. The work prospei'ed. The time 
finally came when the officers of the 
congregation could say to the mission 
board: “We are deeply grateful for 
the help which you have given us 
through these yeara. We have 
through your help enjoyed the bles- 
sing of the means of grace, the Word 
and the sacraments. God has been 
good to us and we have prospered. 
Now we feel that it is possible for us 
to carry the burden alone.” 

And so today, by God’s grace, this 
congregation is not only able to car¬ 
ry on its program without the aid of 
home missions, but is privileged to 
share in helping to bring the Gospel 
to other communities.
